The Tennessee senator’s verbal 
blast came at a news conference 
Friday after his arrival for the 
current three-day meeting of par­ 
ty leaders. 
Paul Butler, national committee 
c h a i r m a n , denied Kefauverts 
charges. 
Kefauver’s 
accusations, 
made 
while other prospective candidates 
were going around shaking hands, 
held chief attention temporarily. 
But he will share the spotlight 
tonight with Stevenson and Gov. 
Avereil Harriman of New York at 
a $100-a-plate dinner. 
Former President Harry S. Tru­ 
man, who could have much to say 
about the selection of a nominee at 
the Democratic National Conven­ 
tion next August, also will actress 
the diners. 
Stevenson, the only declared can­ 
didate for the nomination, is sched­ 
uled to speak at 10:15 p.m. CST. 
His address will be carried by 
NBC and ABC radio and television 
networks. 
More than 2,500 reservations, a 
spokesman said, have been made 
for the dinner winding up a three- 
day party rally. 
Kefauver’s remarks at the news 
conference overshadowed most oth­ 
er political talk yesterday. 
He 
stated that telegrams of greetings

meetings, 
signed off with Stevenson’s name, 
had been sent from national com­

“ It’s not proper for the national 
committee to espouse the candid­ 
acy of any one person,” Kefauver 
said. ‘‘In times past there is evi­ 
dence that they have been trying 
to help Mr. Stevenson.” 
Saying he had been told of “four 
or five” such instances, Kefauver 
added, 
“ I am not complaining 
now, but I just don’t think it’s 
proper.” 
Butler quickly denied the com­ 
mittee had dispatched any such 
messages.

U.S. Begins 
New Search 
For ‘Peace’ 


Eisenhower, Dulles 
Close Door Upon 
Failure At Geneva 


WASHINGTON ifs — President 
Eisenhower and Secretary of State 
Dulles closed the door today on the 
failure of the Geneva foreign min­ 
isters conference and began a re­ 
doubled search for a “just and 
durable peace.” 
In a sober TV-radio report Friday 
night, Dulles conceded his three 
weeks at the Big Four meeting 
“didn’t get us anywhere at all.” 
But he said the “Spirit of Ge­ 
neva,” flowing from the summit 
conference which Eisenhower at­ 
tended in July, lives on even 
though the Soviet’s summertime 
smiles turned into frowns this fall. 
Posing and answering five ques­ 
tions he said “ are in the air,” 
Dulles declared he and Eisenhow­ 
er agree that: 
1. The Geneva spirit is not en­ 
tirely dead because the Russians 
now shun the “ threats and invec­ 
tive” which characterized their 
pre-summit diplomacy. 
2. The risk of open war with 
Russia is no greater than in July 
when Eisenhower said the summit 
conference 
had 
made 
it 
“ less 
likely.” 
3. The cold war is back, but it 
is “ peaceful” and devoid of ran­ 
kling “hostility and animosity.” 
4. The Eisenhower administra­ 
tion plans no drastic revision of its 
defense and aid programs because 
it never lowered its guard on the 
basis of Russian promises l a s t 
July. 
5. More talks with Russia would 
be “foolish” as things now stand. 
But if the West keeps hanging to­ 
gether the Soviets eventually will 
come around to making conces­ 
sions. 
Dulles 
wound 
up his report, 
which Eisenhower helped draft, by 
quoting the President as personal­ 
ly pledging “ no setback, no obsta­ 
cle” will deter the U. S. search for 
real peace. 
“ In striving toward this goal,” 
he quoted Eisenhower as telling 
him, “this country will never ad­ 
mit defeat.” 
Dulles blamed the Russians for 
failure of the foreign ministers to 
reach agreement on a single one 
of the issues which had been de­ 
fined by Eisenhower and the pre­ 
miers 
of 
Russia, 
Britain 
and 
France last July. 
“They are not yet willing to cre­ 
ate the indispensable conditions 
for a secure peace,” he said. “Also 
they have seriously set back the 
growth of any confidence the free 
world can justifiably place in So­ 
viet promises.” 
Dulles said the reason the Rus­ 
sians pulled back on their promise 
to work toward German unity, 
disarmament and broader East- 
West contacts was that they feared 
“serious repercussions” within the 
Communist bloc. 
“The Soviet controlled govern­ 
ments (of East Europe) are facing 
rising pressure,” he said. “Many 
within the satellite countries be­ 
lieve that the ‘Spirit of Geneva’ 
means that they a r e entitled to 
more tolerance and to govern­ 
ments 
more 
responsive to the 
needs' and aspirations of their own 
nation.” 
The whole tone of Dulles’ pres­ 
entation was calm and without 
rancor. Looking 
to the future, 
Dulles said there was hope the 
proposals 
put 
forward 
by 
the 
United States, Britain and France 
and shunned by Russia might some 
day be the basis for East-West 
agreement.

All of which leads to speculation whether 
thermonuclear weapons will ever b e used in 
any future wars, large or small. 
It seems quite apparent that b oth the free 
and Communist worlds have reached something 
approaching a stalemate in nuclear monsters 
of destruction. 
America doub tless has the world’s greatest 
flockpile of such weapons and certainly has a 
capacity to dcUver them equal to or superior 
to Russia’s. 
But there is scant solace even iii the expecta­ 
tion that we can drop two H-b omb f to every 
one that Russia can deliver. 
As Commissioner Murray points out, radio­

explosion. 
It is b ecoming increasingly apparent that 
neither side can win an H-b omb war. The whole 
world loses. 
Unless the Russians are so comj^etely un­ 
realistic as to b elieve that they can unleash a 
knockout b low b efore we can retaliate effec­ 
tively, the H-b omb can now b e regarded more 
as an effective deterrent to war than as an 
instrument to ignite it.

Chaplin spoke to Belfrage tor 14 
hours, b ut It is not said that it was 
a continuous monologue. 
A m o n g 
other things, Chaplin is reported b y 
his confrere to have said this: 
“I don’t b elieve in any country 
’right or w'rong,’ and aU this talk 
ab out b eing grateful to America or 
any other country for <^?portunity 
is nonsense. People said I w*as ‘un­ 
grateful* b ecause I never b ecame 
a citizen—that I was b iting the 
hand that fed me. Nonsense! I 
never got more than 90 per cent 
of my Income from America—all 
the rest from other countries that 
showed my films. I told them I 
was a very well-paying guest of 
America. 


•*IN ANT CASE I never really 
felt part of America although I liv­ 
ed there so long, and living again 
in Europe is wonderful, wonder­ 
ful! As for Hollywood, what can 
you say of an Industry that has 
earned such fortunes out of the 
peofde and has never even thought 
of giving a milli« ! or so to endow 
a department of drama In a uni­ 
versity or b uild a wing on a hos- 
i 
pital? All it has ever produced 
for the pub lic b enefit is a race­ 
track.’’ 
Charlie Chaplin came to t h i s 
country as an unknown and ridicu­ 
lous vaudevillian who b urlesqued a 
drunk b ut not with the artistry 
of Maurice Chevalier who on oc­ 
casion mimics a Parisian b um. 


THERE WILL LONG BE dispute 
whether Chaplin’s original char­ 
acter is great art b ut it was popu­ 
lar and successful. Chaplin got his 
opportun!^ in Hollywood, in the 
motion picture industry, and pr« i- 
pered. 
His arithmetic ab out the Ameri­ 
can market only producing 30 per 


cent of his income does not ring 
true during the years when he 
made his fortune, b ut true or false, 
had Hollywood not given him his 
c^portunity. he might still b e b ur­ 
lesquing drunkards in night club e. 
vaudeville having b y now disap- 
peafed. 
It can b e said that he need 
not b e grateful. That is a matter 
of persona! disposition, b ut when 
he criticizes the motion picture in­ 
dustry for its inadequate contrib u­ 
tions to charity and learning, we 
might point at him as one of the 
great men of that industry', not 
only as an actor b ut as an indus­ 
trialist owning a studio. He was 
there; he is rich; he had his 
chance to contrib ute to charity and 
learning. 


THERE IS NO RECO RD that he 
contrib uted to either. There are 
plenty of records that others as­ 
sociated with the motion picture in­ 
dustry have contrib uted heavily to 
b oth charity and learning. Chap­ 
lin’s name wdll not b e found among 
those who gave to good causes. 
Chaplin lived In this country for 
ab out 40 years, b ut he says that 
he never really felt that he was 
part of America. Why did he stay 
here? He stayed until the law 
caught up with him. Why did he 
w’^ait that long? Ob vimisly b ecause 
there w*as money in it. For Chaplin 
told Belfrage that he sent his 
wrifc, Oona, b ack to sell his prop­ 
erty and to take 4 million dollars 
in securities out of a safe-deposit 
b ox in Los Angeles, w’hich his wife 
carried off in a suitcase. Incidental­ 
ly. Oona, who Is the daughter of 
Eugene O’NeiU. has renounced her 
American citizenship. 


ONE OF CHAPLIN’S complaints 
ab out the United States is that the 
Rockefellers and Vanderb ilts chas­ 
ed after him. The rich tend to 
satisfy their curiosity b y inviting 
the freakish to dinner and b eing 
amused at ttieir wisdom. It Is a 
cheap form of entertainment, b ut 
Chaplin did not have to associate 
with thè rich if he so loved the 
poor. There is no record, for in­ 
stance, of his going down to the 
Salvation Army in Los Angeles to 
help redeem the poor winoes or 
that he Joined in proletarian gath­ 
erings. 
C ha i^ b ecame a snob as soon 
as he made money—and cash pro­ 
duces the most malevolent form of 
snob b ery.

The official­ 
dom can merely look b ack into the 
activity of someone who has raised 
his voice—and expel him for some 
triflying action which can b e lab el­ 
ed a crime. This is ex post facto 
justice. 
For example, scores of constitu­ 
tions list a series of crimes against 
the unions fc»" which the penalty 
can b e a ^ fine, suspension or ex­ 
pulsion f r ^ the l.’ical. 
Then there is a phrase which 
says a memb er can b e expelled 
for “all other” such b reaches of 
discipline. Or “such other’’ of­ 
fenses mean, b ut it also b ecomes 
the trial b oard—judge and jury— 
to hear the accused memb er. 
One union lists 12 points on which 
a memb er can b e h a l e d up on 
charges and put on trial inside the 
union.

Deterenl To W ar 


Atomic Commissioner Thomas E. Murray’s 
proposal that thousands of Communist and free 
world leaders be invited to an H-bomb test as 
a dramatic warning of its tremendous destruc­ 
tive power and of the need for effective atomic 
controls probably will never materialize. 
There is little reason to believe that the Com­ 
munist world needs any such demonstration. 
If the Russians have the H-bomb, and for pur­ 
poses of security we must assume they have, 
they are well aware of its potentialities and 
should be as alarmed about it as we are. 
All of which leads to speculation whether 
thermonuclear weapons will ever be used in 
any future wars, large or small. 
It seems quite apparent that both the free 
and Communist worlds have reached something 
approaching a stalemate in nuclear monsters 
of destruction. 
America doubtless has the world’s greatest 
rtockpile of such weapons and certainly has a 
rapacity to deliver them equal to or superior 
to Russia’s. 
But there is scant solace even in the expecta­ 
tion that we can drop two H-bombs to every 
one that Russia can deliver. 
As Commissioner Murray points out, radio­ 
active strontium, a poisonous by-product of 
thermonuclear 
explosions, 
can 
contaminate 
thousands of square miles for years after an 
explosion. 
It is becoming increasingly apparent that 
neither side can win an H-bomb war. The whole 
world loses. 
Unless the Russians are so completely un­ 
realistic as to believe that they can unleash a 
knockout blow before we can rctalitte effec­ 
tively, the H-bomb can nom' be regarded more 
as an effective deterrent to war than as an 
instrument to ignite it. 


Note To Moon Tripper* 
There may be a significant parallel in the 
announcements of the plan to establish a per­ 
manent occupation of bases in Antarctica and 
the plans for the first United States world 
satellites and “flying saucer*’ type of aircraft. 
It is true that in these times scientific prog­ 
ress seems to accelerate at something like geo­ 
metric proportions, but it might be well to re­ 
member that Admiral Richard E. Byrd estab­ 
lished Little America on the Bay of Whales in 
1929, and only now a permanent base is being 
attempted. 
Incidentally, the first land in the antarctic 
was discovered for Russia by F. G. Bellings­ 
hausen in 1819, although the ice pack had been 
encountered in 1772 by Cap! James Cook of 
Britain. 
While we are preparing for world satellites and 
flying saucers, and dreaming of space travel, 
we should recall the long years it has taken to 
overcome the handicaps of life in Antarctica, 
which is so much closer to home than the near­ 
est heavenly body. 
Scholars already have been arguing about the 
possible religion of the Martians and promoters 
have been staking out real estate claims on the 
moon, but the exacting scientific journeys to 
these distance places may not be realized for 
a good many years.

All it has ever produced 
for the public benefit Is a race­ 
track.” 
Charlie Chaplin came to t h I s 
country as an unknown and ridicu­ 
lous vaudevillian who burlesqued a 
drunk but not with the artistry 
of Maurice Chevalier who on oc­ 
casion mimics a Parisian bum. 


THERE WILL LONG BE dispute 
whether Chaplin’s original char­ 
acter is great art but it was popu­ 
lar and successful. Chaplin got his 
opportunity in Hollywood. in the 
motion picture industry, and pros­ 
pered. 
His arithmetic about the Ameri­ 
can market only producing 30 per 


cent of his income does not ring 
true during the years when he 
made his fortune, but true or false, 
had Hollywood not given him his 
opportunity, he might still be bur­ 
lesquing drunkards in night clubs 
vaudeville having by now’ disap­ 
peared 
It can be said that he need 
not be grateful. That is a matter 
of personal disposition, but when 
he criticizes the motion picture in­ 
dustry for its inadequate contribu­ 
tions to charity and learning, we 
might point at him as one of the 
great men of that industry, not 
onlv as an actor but as an indus­ 
trialist owning a studio. He was 
there; he is rich; he had his 
chance to contribute to charity and 
learning. 


THERE IS NO RECORD that he 
contributed to either. There are 
plenty of records that others as­ 
sociated with the motion picture in­ 
dustry have contributed heavily to 
both charity and learning. Chap­ 
lin’s name will not be found among 
those who gave to good causes. 
Chaplin lived in this country for 
about 40 years, but he sa vs that 
he never really felt that he was 
part of America. Why did he stay 
here? He stayed until the law- 
caught up with him. Why did he 
w’ait that long? Obviously because 
there w’as money in it For Chaplin 
told Belfrage that he sent his 
wife, Oona. back to sell his prop­ 
erty and to take 4 million dollars 
in securities out of a safe-deposit 
box in Los Angeles, w’hich his wife 
carried off in a suitcase. Incidental­ 
ly. Oona, who is the daughter of 
Eugene O’Neill, has renounced her 
American citizenship. 


ONE OF CHATLIN’* complaints 
about the United States is that the 
Rockefellers and Vanderbilts chas­ 
ed after him. The rich tend to 
satisfy their curiosity by inviting 
the freakish to dinner and being 
amused at their wisdom. It is a 
cheap form of entertainment, but 
Chapin did not have to associate 
with the rich if he so loved the 
poor. There is no record, for in­ 
stance. of his going down to the 
Salvation Arm y in Los Angeles to 
help redeem the poor winoes or 
that he joined in proletarian gath­ 
erings. 
Chaplin became a snob as soon 
as he made money—and cash pro­ 
duces the most malevolent form of 
snobbery.

They are the AFL’s Boris 
Shiskin. new director of the de­ 
partment, and George Weaver of 
CIO, who v ill be secretary. 
Jim Carey apparently has the 
quixotic idea that a fight can be 
made for civil rights for the 
majority as well as for minori­ 
ties. By simply broadening the in­ 
terpretation of civil rights Carey 
and his colleagues plan to protect 
unionists from exploitation by any­ 
one including the mobs who have 
muscled in on some unions. 
Carey believes a fight for de­ 
mocracy can be made inside labor 
as well as outside. As he put it in 
a closed session of the CIO high 
command last July 20: 
“We of the CIO are irreconcil­ 
ably opposed to bringing back into 
the labor movement the infamous 
racketeering influences that were 
thrown out and the Communist 
eradicated.” 


MORE THAN THE MOB com­ 
bine is involved. There are hund­ 
reds of thousands of unionists who 
have no right to vote in their loc­ 
als.

It Was West's Success And Kremlin's Failure

IN THESE NATIONAL union con­ 
stitutions there are clauses which 
permit expulsion for no specific 
crime or misbehavior. The official­ 
dom can merely look back into the 
activity of someone who has raised 
his voice—and expel him for some 
triflying action which can be label­ 
ed a crime. This is ex post facto 
justice. 
For example, scores of constitu­ 
tions list a series of crimes against 
the unions tor which the penalty 
can be a fine, suspension or ex­ 
pulsion from the Ileal. 
Then there is a phrase which 
says a member can be expelled 
for “all other” such breaches of 
discipline. Or “such other” of­ 
fenses mean, but it also becomes 
the trial board—judge and jury— 
to hear the accused member. 
One union lists 12 points on which 
a member can be h a l e d up on 
charges and put on trial inside the 
union. Eleven of these points are 
specific. The twelfth says: 
“Such other acts of conduct 
which shall be considered incon­ 
sistent with the duties, obligations 
and fealty of a member of a union 
or violation of sound trade union 
principles.” 


ANOTHER MAJOR UNION con­ 
stitution says that a member can 
be expelled for “misconduct or 
conduct detrimental to the wel­ 
fare” of the union. 
Certainly no labor leader would 
tolerate such vague wording in our 


j civil and penal codes. Yet such is 
the code of punishment in half the 


I unions of the land. 
Many of these unions are re­ 
sponsibly led and the power of 
suspension is seldom invoked. But 
Hie mob combine does control some 
unions.

Potters Crush Alliance 
For 10th Triumph, 34-14

East L i v e r p o o l climaxed its 
greatest football season in history 
Friday night. 
Playing brilliant football. Coach 
Bob Gibson’s Potters s m a s h e d 
highly-regarded Alliance, 34-14, to 
become the first team in 53 years 
to turn in a perfect season here. 
Some 6,453 fans crowded Hart­ 
shorn Stadium at Alliance to watch 
the P o t t e r s roll to their 10th 
straight victory of the season. 
Ironically, last night’s f i n a l 
score was identical to the last post­ 
ed by the Potters over the Aviat­ 
ors. The 1S52 team downed Alli­ 
ance by the same score in a game 
played at Patterson Field. 
And Gibson, who certainly de­ 
serves the coach-of-the-year award, 
did what 21 other former East Liv­ 
erpool coaches failed to do. That 
was to “win them all.*’ 
After two frustrating s e a s o n s 
when his team won only six of 20 
g a m e s , Gibson and his s t a f f

Although Gene Bell stole the spot­ 
light with three touchdowns, last 
night’s victory was definitely a 
team effort. 
The Potters were at their best, 
especially defensively. One definite 
highnote of the contest was t h e 
pass defense. 
Alliance completed only four of 
13 and had two intercepted—both 
by Jack Dopier, who turned in a 
terrific game on defense. He re­ 
turned one pass for a touchdown 
only to have the run nullified be­ 
cause of a penalty. 
Bell, Jim Potts, John Nott and 
Bert Dorsey ail turned in brilliant 
performances to enhance t h e i r 
chances for all-state honors. 
Pottj> was never more calm, cool 
and collected in his field general­ 
ship and ball handling. It was his 
deception that kept the Aviators off 
balance. The senior quarterback 
also demonstrated his ability as a 
topnotch passer in completing six 
of eight tosses. 
Potts also scored the first touch­ 
down on a 33-yard “keep” play. 
Dorsey snared five of the tosses 
—all that were thrown to the 6-foot 
terminal. He made diving catches 
of two and grabbed another one 
that carried 55 yards for a touch­ 
down. 
To beat the Potters, Alliance had 
to stop Bell and Nott. Coach Mel 
Knowlton failed to set his defense 
to do this. 
Bell romped for 149 yards in 15 
carries for 9.9 yards a carry and 
Nott picked up 140 yards in nine 
attempts for 15 5 yards per carry. 
Nott finished the season w i t h

Bell got his second marker in the 
third quarter, while the Aviators 
notched their final touchdown as 
the period ended, 27-14. 
Bell got loose for his f i n a l 
touchdown in the fourth p e r i o d . 
Allen converted after both second 
half markers. 
The five touchdowns consumed 
only a total of 18 plays as the 
Potters had 36 rushing plays during 
the 48 minutes. 
East Liverpool won the toss—only 
the second time this year the Pot­

They total $12,204,138 
for the first IO months of 1955, 
an increase of 1.2 per cent from 
the $12,061,473 shown in the same 
period of 1954. 
Sales tax receipts, barom eter of 
retail trade, hit $59,935 in October, 
a gain of 4.5 per cent from Sep­ 
tem ber's $56,864.

Hotc To Have A Great Thanksgiving Day 


Every year at Thanksgiving I 
like to talk about the “ attitude of 
gratitude.” This is one of the most 
dram atically creative attitudes one 
m ay 
develop. 
After I 
h a d 
explained it in 
a radio broad­ 
cast last year 
a man came to 
me and s a i d 
that the phrase 
interested 
him 
and asked how 
in a practical 
sense it could 
Dr. Peale 
help 
him. 
“ I 
have nothing to be grateful for,” 
he said despondently. “ Everything 
is going badly. I’m just about all 
washed up.” So ran his dismal 
compfaint. It was evident that his 
mind was filled with shadowy neg­ 
ativisms. This mental discoloration 
was, of course, causing his defeat. 
So, using a technique I had tried 
successfully on people many times 
before, I got out a big sheet of 
paper. On one s i d e I wrote. 
“Things which make me unhappy.” 
And on the other I wrote, ‘"Hungs 
which make me happy.” 


THEN I SAID, “ First I want you 
to write down in this column all 
the things which make you unhap­ 
py and in the other all that give 
you happiness.” 
He rem arked that he had plenty 
of m aterial for the unhappy col­ 
umn, but nothing for the other side. 
Finally he finished writing a long 
list of woes and turned the paper 
over. 
“Let’s practice that attitude of 
gratitude now,” I told him, “ and 
make a list of your reasons for 
thanksgiving. What have you to be 
grateful for?” I asked. 
“Not a thing,” he answered. 
“Can you see out of both of your 
eyes? 
“Certainly,” he said, a little an­ 
noyed. 
“Some people can’t,” I respond­ 
ed. “ So write down: ‘Can see— 
both eyes.* ” 
He wrote it down and then I 
asked him about his ears. 
“Oh.” he said, “ I’ve only 50 per 
cent hearing in my left ear.” 
“ All right, write it down—‘one 
hundred and fifty per cent hear­ 
ing*. ” 
Then I went on to ask him about 
his nose, mouth, arm s, fingers and 
the rest of his body, pointing out 
finally that we had not exhausted 
the reasons for thanksgiving in his 


own body, to say nothing of being 
thankful for his country, his home, 
sunlight, moonlight, food, etc. 
“O K,” he said with a grin. “ I’ve 
got the idea; you can stop now.” 
‘T ake that paper home with 
you,” I advised, “ and go on with 
your listings. You’ll find lots more 
for which you can be grateful.” 


I RECEIVED a letter from him 
some months later. “ I’ve finished 
that other side,” he wrote, “ and 
now I’m crossing out things on the 
negative side. I wouldn’t have be­ 
lieved it possible, but, my whole 
life has been changed by the prac­ 
tice of the attitude of gratitude.” 
Try it at your own Thanksgiving 
dinner this year. Give each one a 
paper and pencil and ask them to 
list the things for which they should 
be grateful; or ask each one in 
turn to orally mention all his reas­ 
ons for gratitude. 
See if it doesn’t raise their spirits 
and 
improve 
their 
digestions. 
Since each one will have to say he 
is thankful for the others, it will 
deepen the love of all for all, and 
bind the loved ones more closely 
together. Such attitude will make 
for efficiency too in the days that 
follow. 
If you practice this approach to 
living daily, it will add to your 
clarity of mind, increase y o u r 
force of personality and build & 
strength of character you have nev­ 
er enjoyed before. 
The New York subways carried a 
Bible Society poster one Thanks­ 
giving. It read simply, “ Bless the 
Lord. O my soul, and forget not 
all His benefits. (Psalm 103L” I 
Wonder how many of the millions 
of people who saw that really un­ 
derstood how penetrating a m es­ 
sage it is? 
It will lift discouragement and 
depression from your mind to af­ 
firm 
that health-giving 
passage 
every day. It can revam p your at­ 
titude toward your job, t o w a r d 
people and help you to live with 
joy and enthusiasm. 
Certainly we Americans h a v e 
every reason to practice the atti­ 
tude of gratitude. Our ancestors 
who began the practice of national 
thanksgiving realized that it is good 
for the soul of a nation humbly to 
thank God for His blessings. They 
also knew that a positive atti­ 
tude in the national mind will keep 
the people alert and creative. So 
this Thanksgiving Day, let’s prac­ 
tice the attitude of gratitude.

Elected Officers’ Pay 
Also To Be Discussed 
At Meeting Monday 


Council Tiill meet in caucus ses­ 
sion Monday night at 7 to thresh 
out the status of an ordinance ta­ 
bled at tne meeting Nov . 7 under 
which the city would hav e assumed 
an extra $20.000 share of the Fish­ 
er Park sewer assessm ent 
Action was deferred on the leg­ 
islation when Council upheld, 4-3. 
Councilman Robert G. Duncan’s 
motion to table. 
At the time. Council President 
Bert H. Goodballet said rules per­ 
mit a motion to remov e the ord­ 
inance from the table from any ■ 
member who v oted with the ma-j 
jority . That means the action could 
be taken by Councilmen Duncan. 
George E. Hales. Robert W. Sam-i 
pie or George E. Willshaw. 
Opposing the mov e to table w ere; 
Councilmen A, Stanley K i d d e r , : 
William Y. Orr and Wilbur J . Shaf- 
fer. 
At Its caucus. Council also may 
discuss the possibility of pay raises 
for some electiv e officials — al-i 
though no offices hav e been speci­ 
fied. 
State law prohibits raising an of-! 
ficial’s pay during his term, so if 
Council wants to giv e more money 
to an official taking office for 195^ 
57 the legislation must be effectiv e 
before J an. 1. 
Before the present b i e n n i u m 
started, Council v oted pay raises 
for fiv e officials, not all of diem 
elected. It boosted the salaries of 
Municipal J udge George L. Bro- 
kaw, Cmirt Clerk Harold L. Pow­ 
ell, Mrs. Mary Toland, court re­ 
porter and stenographer, and Bail­ 
iff O. Earl Greenawalt, 
The two-y ear wait for a pay 
raise applies to all officials-elect 
except City Auditor Harold J . Gal- 
limore, whose term runs f o u r 
y ears. 
Council’s regular meeting w i l l 
start at 8. 
Under the sewer assessment ord­ 
inance that was tabled, the city 
would hav e agreed to pay $20,000 
toward the cost of the project in 
addition to the $10,138 that is its 
usual share required by law. It 
would hav e cut the property -own- 
ers’ share ita the $116,701 project 
from $106,563 to $86,563. Their as­ 
sessment would hav e been cut from 
$16.72 to $13.58 a foot. 
! 
At the time he made the motion j 
to table. Councilman Duncan cited 
sections of the state law that put 
a limit on the assessment for an i 
improv ement — based on the v alue | 
of the property and the "benefit” ! 
conferred by the improv ement — 
j 
and another section that fixes the 
city ’s share at one-fiftieth of the 
ov erall total, plus intersections. 
'The c a u c u s apparently was 
scheduled to clear up the points 
raised by Councilman Duncan be­ 
fore any action is taken on the 
floor to consider the tabled ord­ 
inance. 
Council also will consider legis­ 
lation establishing the job of tem­ 
porary stenographer - clerk in Mu­ 
nicipal Cburt, fixing the salary at 
$200.
